Scheme Z and its 
successor on exhibit 


An exhibit on the workings of the Central 
Artery/Tunnel Project's Bridge Design 
Review Committee will be on view at The 
Architects Building from November 11 to 
December 20, 1991. This 42-member 
committee of concerned citizens — 
including representatives of local architec- 
tural , engineering and urban planning 
firms — met for several months to study 
specific aspects and recommend improved 
designs for the Project's Charles River 
Crossing. Due to aesthetic and community 
concerns, Scheme Z is no longer the 
preferred design for the Crossing’s danger- 
ous and complicated interchange. The new 
designs use a graceful cable-stayed bridge 
suggested by Swiss engineers Christian 
Menn and tunnel connections that dramati- 
cally reduce the number of looped ramps. 


An expansive investigation of the 
Committee's work is the focus of a special 
Build Boston workshop on November 21 
(S-79; register now — space is limited). 


A complementary slide presentation about 
the designs will be offered on December 
12, 6:00 - 7:30 pm. Gallery hours are 
typically 9-12 and 2-5.

During 
the first year or two of its operation, use 
was limited and low-key as Hogan, 
Langdon, and colleagues toyed with the 
system, begged for replacement parts, 
strung seemingly incompatible pieces of 
the system together and finally made it 
work flawlessly as Langdon dragged 
himself home to rest last month. 


The system is free and open to everyone.

Connecticut repeals 
sales tax

New regulations 
proposed on copyright 
registration 


An earlier article in the ChapterLetter 
reported on the new copyright law at the 
end of 1990, which afforded copyright 
protection to “architectural works” as 
embodied in buildings as well as drawings. 
In late September 1991, the Library of 
Congress proposed new regulations to 
implement the new laws. The proposed 
regulations — which will not be final until 
all comments received by October 24, 
1991 are considered — include the 
following provisions: 


* Registration is to be by Form VA, the 
same as was formerly used for architec- 
tural drawings. The Library of Congress is 
considering whether a new form should be 
developed for architectural works, noting 
that a new form could permit specific 
information and questions tailored for such 
works. On the other hand, the Library of 
Congress also has reported that only 
about 100 architectural works were 
registered in the first six months of the new 
statute's life. (Forms are available free 
upon request from the Public Information 
Office, U.S. Copyright Office, Library of 
Congress, Washington DC 20559.) 


* Separate registration forms must be 
completed for the drawings and for the 
architectural work itself. The registration 
deposit must include, for unconstructed 
buildings, one complete copy of the 
architectural drawings “showing the overall 
form of the building and any interior 
arrangement of spaces and/or design 
elements in which copyright interest is 
claimed.” For constructed buildings, the 
deposit must include the drawings, as well 
as photographs (preferably 8"x10", which 
clearly show several interior and exterior 
views). 


* Construction of a building does not 
constitute “publication” of a work, which 
would defeat copyright protection. 


* Works that cannot be registered include 
(a) “purely functional structures” other than 
buildings, such as bridges, cloverleafs, 
dams and walkways; and (b) “standard 
features” such as windows, doors and 
other staple building components.

Architect, protect thyself 


Although the problem has always existed 
within the profession and is not solely a 
factor of the current economic times, 
architects are caught in a delicate balanc- 
ing act between maintaining the quality 
and thoroughness of the services they 
provide and trying to make a reasonable 
profit from the fees they have negotiated. 
As a result, some firms may be tempted 
(consciously or unconsciously) to conserve 
expenses during the non-design phases of 
their contract responsibilities, particularly 
the construction contract administration 
phase. This is a mistake that could have 
severe economic consequences. This may 
be an appropriate time to review some of 
the basic obligations architects assume 
and steps we should take when construc- 
tion contract administration duties are part 
of our contractual obligations. 


While the most recent edition of the AIA 
“Architect's Handbook of Professional 
Practice” (Section 2.8 on “Construction 
Contract Administration” of the Project 
Procedures Volume, 1987; available from 
the BSA) states that the wording contained 
in the Standard Owner/Architect/Contrac- 
tor agreements is deliberate, the prior 
edition (Section 18 of Volume 1 on 
“Construction Contract Administration”, 
1973) also notes that despite the seem- 
ingly clear divisions/limitations of responsi- 
bilities, wherein the architect “is in no way 
required to guarantee the work of the 
Contractor nor be responsible for the 
Contractor's failure to carry our the work in 
accordance with the Contract Documents, 
... The Architect does, in any event, have 
a duty to use due care and to meeta 
reasonable standard of skill and compe- 
tence in observing the progress of the 
Work and in endeavoring to determine if it 
is proceeding in accordance with the 
requirements of the Contract Documents. If 
he fails to meet these standards, he can 
be held responsible by the Owner and 
other persons for his own negligence.” 


Based upon the recent court interpreta- 
tions, the above is still the case. (Where 
quoted below, please note that the AIA 
Owner/Architect/Contractor documents 
referenced are the 1976/77/78 editions not 
the controversial 1987 editions; recent 
court cases of which | am aware date to 
those agreements and many architects 
reportedly still use the earlier documents.) 


As noted, the wording of the AIA contract 
forms is deliberate and the standard AIA 
Owner/Architect/Contractor Agreement 
(B141-1977), Owner/Contractor Agree- 
ment (A111-1978), and related AIA 


General Conditions (A201-1976) clearly 
indicate that the Contractor is the entity 
constructing the work and therefore, 
“solely responsible for all construction 
means, methods, techniques, sequences 
and procedures for coordinating all 
portions of the Work under the contract. . . 
[and is the party] responsible to the Owner 
for the acts and omission of his employ- 
ees. .. and other persons performing any 
Work under a contract with the Contractor 
. . . [and] shall not be relieved from his 
obligations to perform the Work in accor- 
dance with the Contract Documents. . . by 
the activities or duties of the Architect in 
his administration of the contract. . . ” 
(Refer to paragraphs 4.3.1, 4.3.2, and 
4.3.3 of AIA Document A201-1976.) 


This responsibility is further emphasized 
under paragraphs 2.2.3 and 2.2.4 of AIA 
Document A201-1976 in which it is stated 
that the architect “will not be required to 
make exhaustive or continuous on-site 
inspections to check to quality or quantity 
of the Work. . . will not be responsible for 
or have control or charge over the acts or 
omissions of the Contractor. . . or any 
other persons performing any of the work.” 


However, while the referenced AIA 
documents are clear in that the contractor 
is constructing the work and responsible 
for his own performance (or lack thereof), 
the Owner/Architect Agreement, while on 
one hand noting that the architect shall 
visit the site “to become generally familiar 
with the progress and quality of the Work 
and to determine in general if the Work is 
proceeding in accordance with the 
Contract Documents,” also states that “the 
Architect shall keep the owner informed of 
the progress and quality of the work, and 
shall endeavor to guard the Owner against 
defects and deficiencies in the work of the 
Contractor.” 


This standard of care that the architect can 
be held to with respect to protecting the 
owner is clearly the key point because it 
may be determined that the architect has a 
responsibility with respect to a contractor's 
mistake the architect should have noticed. 


Next month | will review some specific 
procedures the architect can take during 
the construction phase not only to increase 
the chances of successful project comple- 
tion but also to reduce the architect's 
liability .

The copyright door 
swings both ways

Photocopy machines and other imple- 

ments of office automation have made 
copying of material very simple. Do not 
confuse simplicity with legality. 


Computerization has made copyright 
violation a particularly sticky issue. For 
instance, it is fairly common for clients to 
request copies of record-set documents on 
disk. It is also common for the client to 
request a copy of the software that 
produced the information in the first place. 
lf a CAD package costs $4,000, [if] the 
client is demanding a copy of it, and [if] the 
disk to illegally copy the software costs 
less than $5.00, the temptation is clear. Do 
not succumb to temptation. The message 
is the same for making multiple copies of 
software for use on more than one 
machine in the office. Computer software 
manufacturers will bring suit against 
violators. 


Another area [in which] architects need to 
be wary of colpyright violation is with AIA 
Documents. The AIA pays close attention 
to unlawful copying of its standard forms of 
agreement for good reason. As laws and 
court definitions change, the AlA Docu- 
ments Committee revises the language of 
the copyrighted documents to keep [pace]. 
Documents that are photocopied or 
scanned into a computer fall out of date 
after a while and can become risky to use. 
(Note, though, that the instruction sheet for 
some AIA Documents permits a certain 
number of copies of the completed 
Documents for distribution to building team 
members.) 


Among other copyright tidbits to know: 


« Faxing a document is reproducing it 
under the copyright law — be careful. 


* The transfer of ownership of a copy (such 
as a record-set documents to the client) 
does not by itself transfer copyright 
ownership. 


« The copyright law states that “the owners 
of a building embodying an architectural 
work may , without the consent of the 
author or copyright owner of the architec- 
tural work, make or authorize the making 
of alterations to such building and destroy 
or authorize the destruction of such 
buildings.”

Why are you getting so 
many copies of the Build 
Boston program? 


This annual column is a response to the 
scores of questions and complaints we 
receive each year from members and 
friends who tell us they have received 
multiple copies of the Build Boston 
program. Isn't this costly and wasteful? 


The answer is that many architects and 
allied professionals receive several copies 
of the Build Boston program because you 
are on several different mailing lists. Build 
Boston programs are mailed not only by 
the BSA but by dozens of other industry 
associations. In addition, the BSA uses 
over 60 mailing lists to get the word out 
about Build Boston. If you are an industry 
activist, chances are you are on many 
mailing lists and are therefore receiving 
many copies of the Build Boston program 
from many different sources. 


It is intentional. If you have received more 
than one program, please pass the extras 
on to a colleague/client/consultant/supplier 
or other professional in the industry who 
may not be as active in the industry as you 
are. That’s why you get extra copies. 


With liability insurance, a 
myth is as good as a mile 


All architects and engineers have heard 
these horror stories. Premiums are 15% of 
revenue! No company will ensure small 
firms! The company will cancel you once a 
claim is reported! These are only a few of 
the many myths | hear when speaking with 
design professionals. 


Today there are at least five companies 
that provide professional liability insurance 
for firms in New England. These carriers 
provide limits of liability from $100,000 to 
$5,000,000. The limit is for the entire policy 
year and covers all your projects. The 
deductibles range from $2,000 for the 
smallest firms to $250,000 or more for the 
largest firms. The deductible applies to 
each claim that is made. 


The policy is written in a “claims made” 
form. This means that the policy in force at 
the time of the claim is the one that obtains 
as long as the act, error, or omission took 
place after the retroactive date on the 
policy. The retroactive date is the date you 
first started to carry coverage and it applies 
if you have continued the coverage without 
a lapse. 


An insurance agent who understands 
professional liability coverages should 
provide the following types of services: (1) 
market the coverage annually to at least 
three companies to obtain competitive 
quotations; (2) provide contract-review 
services to assure that the contracts you 
enter into are insurable; (3) provide case 
study and loss prevention workshops to 
individual firms or groups of small firms; 
and (4) provide assistance and guidance in 
claim situations. 


The claims handling is the most important 
function the insurance company and agent 
provide. Once a situation arises that could 
give rise to a claim, a call should be made 
to the agent. The agent will then report the 
situation to the company who will assign 
legal counsel. The company will assign an 
attorney who is a specialist in defending 
claims against design professionals. The 
attorney is working for you and not the 
company. The agent then keeps track of 
the progress of the case and works with all 
parties to ensure a successful resolution. 


The premium charges for the coverage is a 
function of a few major factors and myriad 
minor ones. The firm's discipline, gross 
billings, type of projects, and claims history 
are the most important. The typical design 
firm will pay 3-4% of its gross revenue in 
premiums. The minimum premiums range 
from $2,000 to $3,500 for limits of 
$100,000. A good agent will provide 
premium financing with 10% down and 
nine payments. The rate is currently 
around prime.
